HABKISBCP.G, January 30.—The re- 


port of the Actuary of the insurance 
department showed that $33,000 in 
fees had been paid into that depart- 
ment last year and not one dollar of 
that amount reached the state treas- 
ury. This caused considerable debate 
in both the senate and house and nu- 
merous resolutions were offered to 
investigate the condition of the de- 
partment. 
Accordingly a resolution 


was presented by Mr. Pusey in the 
house Monday evening creating a joint 
investigation committee of three Re- 
publicans and two Democrats from 
the senate and two Democrats and 
four Republicans of the house to in- 
vestigate the insurance department, 
with power to send for persons and 
papers, to administer oaths, etc., etc. 
The committee must report by Feb- 
ruary 6. Mr. Forster, actuary of the 
department for many years, has made 
it clear to all that there has been con- 
siderable graft in the department, 
owing to the fact that no legislation 
•was ever enacted restricting the com- 
missioners who held the office. A bill 
is BOW in committee fixing the salary 
of the actuary at $»,000 per annum. 
Heretofore the actuary also received 
as his compensation a percentage of 
the fees paid into the insurance de- 
partment. 


It now seems probable tbat the 


Senatorial and Legislative Apportion- 
ment bills will pass without much 
trouble. 
They have passed second 


reading notwithstanding the fact that 
several attempts have been made to 
kill the bills by moving to have them 
indefinitely postponed. It is now un- 
derstood that an amendment will be 
offered that will give each county the 
same number of* representatives they 
no.w 
have and in that way flustrate 


the real intent of the bill. The gov- 
ernor is determined to have a re-ap- 
portionment of the state. This ques- 
tion has been agitated for years and 
always postponed and now is the time 
to adjust the matter so an equal ap- 
portionment will be made and every- 
one in the state be equally represented 
and protected. 


The bill regulating the amount of 


money to be expended each year for 
building bridges has passed second 
reading. An effort i» being made to 
give the county commissioners power 
to protect themselves against bridge 
company trusts 
All contracts over 


8100 must be submitted sealed and the 
contract awarded to the lowest bidder 


Bills have been offered numerously 


for civil service, regulation of the 
state treasury, primary elections and 
ballot reforms. 


The date for adjourning will be 


sometime near February 10. The sen 
ate wants it to be the 15th and they 
•will likely have it their way, as usual,

WASHINGTON, D. C , January S7 — 


Duless the unexpected happens, tha 
anti-joint statehood campaign is not 
only dead but beyond resurrection. 
The insurrectionary force of the house 
ia broken beyond reconstruction and 
the insurgent leaders are now devot- 
ing thair time to tailing 'how it hap- 
pened, which is not 10 important as 
thj f&et tbat it has happened. Of 
course there is a chance that the 
senate may take up the fight and 
secure an amendment of the house bill 
but that is not considered probable. 
The measure is a party measure, as 
has been previously pointed out, and it 
is not any more likely that the senate 
will break lines on the measure thin 
that the house would. As the case 
DOW stands, tha bill will in all likeli- 
hood go through tbe senate unchanged 
and thare will be an addition of four 
Democraticsenators to the party ranks. 
But this is not so bad from the Repub- 
lican standpoint as though the measure 
had been passed by a Democratic con- 
gress and there had been eight Demo- 
cratic senators added. The one thing 
that is sure is that there will be an 
immense appreciation of property val- 
ues in the two new states as soon as 
they attain statehood as was the case 
with Nevada. So anyone who has 
money had better get busy in the real 
estate business, even if they have to 
sell out to avoid fall in values after 
the states have been in the Union a 
little while. There is no likelihood 
that tha territories will be any better 
or worse off with statehood than with- 
out it. 


The death of Gen. Joe Wheeler has 


been reeaived in Washington with 
genuine regret, and the decision im- 
mediately arrived at to bury him in 
Arlington with all the honors that 
could be paid to a deceased Union gen- 
eral is not surprising. 
There was 


never anything bettar calculated to 
show that the civil war was over than 
tbe alacrity with which tha old Con- 
federates snd the sons of Confederates 
went into the war with Spain. 
Of 


eourae General Wheeler, as one of the 
most noted cavalry commanders of the 
south, was watched with particular in- 
terest. An account may be given by a 
man who saw him through all of the 
Cuban campaign. 
He says: "Gen. 


Wheeler was not only a good command- 
er, but he had the experience and the 
faculty of looking after his men and see- 
ing that his command was in shape for 
whatever work it was called on to do. 
In the elimite of Cubi, this was an im- 
portant factor. Tha best command in 
the world could be knocked out in two 
days by dysentery and malaria if the 
men were not forced to take care of 
themselves, and General Wheeler had 
jast the sort of field experience to 
drive this principle home on his sub- 
altern officers and men. I do not know

calling the 
Spaniards 


'Yankees' in the heat of battle, but I 
was up near the front the evening 
after the first fight and the story was 
going round then and was being so 
heartily laughed over by the men that 
it certainly originated on the spot 
whether it was true or not. It was 
just after the American forces had 
cleaned out Ksttle Hill and General 
Wheeler's cavalry command, which

General Joseph Wheeler, the famous 


Confederate cavalry leader and a brig- 
adier general of the United States 
army since the war with Spain, died at 
5:35 o'clock Thursday evening of last 
week at the hojns of hi» sister, Mrs, 
Sierliag Smith, in Brooklyn.

An Art That Flourished Delore th 


Days cil History. 


To tell the whole story of the art o 


making toys it would first be necessar 
to find some means of exploring th 
nges^iat antedate history. The love o 
toys Is as instinctive as it is universal 
No barbarous lanil has yet been foun 
•which was so uncivilized tbat its chi 
flren did not have their playthings— 
shapeless nnd clumsy, perhaps, but stl 
capable of fulfilling the purpose fo 
which they were created—nnd there : 
no record of any time when little one 
have not possessed some kind of pup 
pets with which they might divert them 


aaraaglng selves. Archaeologists in delving amon 
given by the tombs of ancient Greece and Bgyp 


made the surprising discovery that th 
art of toymaking was not only known 
but had attained a high degree of d> 
velopment aa far back as 5,000 yeai 
ago. In those days both Grecian an 
Egyptian children had their dolls, an 
they were jointed dolls at that A 
compared with the magnificently attir 
ed French conceptions of the presen 
time they were crude Inventions, o 
course. 
Their bodies were made o 


wood, of clay or of stone, and their 11 
tie limbs ware wee laths fastened t 
the body by means of a wire. Th 
carving of the bodies, however, was no 
badly done, and many a child sine 
that timo has been glad to mothe 
a more unsightly doll. 


By tho side of the dolls of the chll 


dren of ancient Egypt the archaeolo- 
gists unearthed other playthings which 
children still lore to possess—the doll' 
furniture, the utensils for cooking and 
what Is even more interesting from a 
antiquarian's point of view, the article 
used In the making of sacrifices, clever 
ly duplicated In miniature, that the chl 
dren might be able to conduct the] 
dolls through the ritual of their rell 
gious exercises, a circumstance that sug 
gests that the word "sacrilege" had no 
then the saae meaning which It has to 
day. 


It Is a long step from the year 300 


B. C. to the fifteenth or sixteenth cen 
tury, but it was within that time tha 
the art of toymaking was both trough 
to a high state of perfection and the 
once more forgotten. Like other arts 
It could not survive the neglect an 
vandalism of that period known aa th 
"dark ages." Just what the childre; 
used for playthings during these lon^ 
centuries of darkness and ignoranc 
one can only surmise, but It Is safe t 
say that they found things to pla 
•with, not only because the making o 
toys was one of the first objects t 
which man devoted his attentions whei 
he plunged into the renewed actlvitie 
of the renaissance, but also for th 
reason that, as the psychologists hav 
recently taught us, playthings are anc 
always have been quite as necessary 
constituent of human health and de 
velopment as food and medicine. In 
other -words, children crave toys be- 
cause It is natural for them to wan 
them. They need them, and to deprlv 
them of these pleasures would be t 
retard their progress in their work o 
becoming men and women. — Publii 
Opinion.

Finance.* of KnllKhthood. 


Sordid questions of finance enter 


Into the consideration of the eligibility 
of these upon whom the British sover- 
eign would confer tho distinction of 
knighthood, and there are many who 
might use the coveted prefix "Sir" did 
they possess a larger Income.

able to purchase a country seat and be 
able to suitably provide for his eldest 
son. 
While knighthood, or ennoble- 


ment, is a mark of distinguished merit, 
It is held that its conference would 
only embarrass those who could not 
afford to keep up the dignity of their 
station. 


When the Ostrich Hnrrlex. 


Two feet ib the usual stride of an os- 


trich when it walks; but when the 
bird is alarmed and commences to run 
It exchanges its mincing stride for 
fourteen foot steps, which easily car- 
ry it over the groutid at a rate of twen- 
ty-five miles an hour. 
Ordinarily an 


ostrich makes no effort to profit by Its 
length of legs, and many birds with 
legs less than a quarter as long habit- 
ually use a three and four foot stride, 
for it seems to be one of the rules of 
nature that birds like ostriches, flamin- 
goes and cranes extend their stride 
only when alarmed. The ostrich when 
It runs takes both feet off the ground 
at every stride, its progress being 
made by means of a series of jumps so 
rapidly performed as to leave the ob- 
server under the Impression that one 
foot remains on the ground until the 
other la placed.
